Great Fanatic Commanded 
the Afridis When They 
Defeated the British. 


THE PASSES NOW SEALED UP. 


HILL MEN ARE POURING DOWN 


TOWARD JAMRUD, STRONG- 
HOLD OF ENGLAND. 


FAMOUS MOUNTAIN DEFILE. 


Description of the Dangerous Route 
Through Khyber Pass and the 
Almost Inaccessible Coun- 
try Beyond. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—A_ special dispatch 
from Bombay says: The Mad Mullah of 
Haddah commanded the Afridis who have 
just captured the Britieh forts in the Khy- 
ber Pass which, the dispatch adds, the na- 
tives will now keep sealed up. 


The most serious news contained in the 
dispatches from India is the announcement 


that the Afridis are pouring down through 
the Khyber Pass toward Jamrud. The lat 
ter is a fortified town in Br'tieh territory, 
directly on the border and a few miles only 
to the west of Peshawur, the term! s of 
the Northwestern Railway. The yber 
Pass is a mountain defile twenty-eight 
miles in length, running from Jamrud to 
Dakka. Just beyond Jamrud rise the bare 
and rocky hilis of the Khyber range. They 
Are without a tree; there is scarcely a 
brush, except upon the flat ground, where 
a few stunted shrubs are to be seen. The 
entrance to the pass is between two cliffs 
about 1,200 feet in height, and the road is 
flanked by cindrous-looking rocks, piled in 
interminable confusion, without a sign of 
vegetat.on, brown and forbidding. 

Eight miles from the eastern entrance to 
the pass stands the picturesque little fort of 
Ali Musjid. At this point the defile is only 
450 feet wide, and the elevation of the fort is 
2.433 feet above the sea level. It stands on 4 
conical hill which overhangs the valley, 690 
feet above the roadway of the pass, through 
which runs a small stream. Fora distance 
of two and one-half miles beyond Ali Musjid 
the defile retains its difficult character, the 
width of the gorge varying from 300 to 
400 feet and the hills on each side, about 
1,500 feet in height, being slaty, bare and 
to all appearance inaccessible. The bed of 
the torrent is likely to be filled with @ 
sudden fall of rain, when the stream that 
ordinar‘ly creeps through the gravel, some- 
times disappearing completely, swells to 
raging violence. 


Beyond this section comes the Lala Beg 
Valley, six miles in length and a mile and a 
half in breadth, and in which there is a 
a great tope, or artificial mound, on the 
north of the road. At the western end of 
the valley the road contracts again till 
there is scarcely room for two meeting 
camels to pass. In this section, for a dis- 
tance of a mile and a half, the traveler 
passes along a gallery twelve feet wide, 
with on one hand a towering cliff and on 
the other a sheer and yawning precipice. 

The traveler then enters the section 
known as the Lundi Khana Pass, in which 
is situated the village of the same name. 
In the Lundi Khana the greatest height. 
3,373. feet above the sea level and a rise of 
2,208 feet since leaving Peshawur, is reach- 
ed. In ascending this pass the invaders en- 
counter the greatest matural obstacles of 
the Kyhber. The ascent is over such a 
narrow, steep and rugged path that guns 
can be drawn up only by men, Me by 
them only after the roadway has been care- 
fully prepared.

The Charity Commissioners have agreed to 
prefer charges of extortion and oppression 
in office against Jailer “‘Butch’’ Wagner. 


The commission, through one of its mem- 
bers, George C. Hitchcock, has been taking 
testimony for several weeks from prisoners 
and ex-prisonefs of the jail and at an execu- 
tive session of the Board, Thursday even- 
ing, it was decided that Wagner should be 
brougnt to trial on these charges,.and also 
for general incompetency and incapability 
in office. 

The commission claims it has evidence to 
show that the jailor and his guards practice 
extortion on prisoners in selling them to- 
bacco, whisky, drugs and other things that 
their appetites crave, that such articles are 
delivered to prisoners as they ask and are 
able to pay for at exorbitant prices. 

Another charge is that prisoners without 
money or influence are cruelly treated and 
made to feel the penalty of their imprison- 
ment far beyond the hardships anticipated 
by taw.

CHICAGO, Iil., Aug. 27.—The day’s im- 
portant development in the trial of Luetgert 
for the murder of his wife is the information 
that Mrs. Ida Harris when placed upon the 
stand to testify will swear, shé says, that 
the friendship and wedding rings found by 
the police in the vat of the sausagemaker’s 
factory belonged to Mrs. Luetgert. The 
women will also tel] of frequent quarrels 
between Luetgert and his wife. She will 
testify that she was at one time the close 
confidant of Mrs. Luetgert, and that the 
woman alleged to have been murdered told 
her of her domestic relations with Adolph 
L. Luetgert. 

Mrs. Harris has knawn the Luetgert fam- 
ily for seven years, and was their next door 
neighbor during five years of that time.. 
Before her marriage Mrs. Harris was em- 
ployed as a domestic in the Luetgert house 
for several months, and witnessed some of 
the quarrels between the husband and wife. 

In talking of the case to-day Mrs. Harris 
said: 

“Mrs. Lyetgert was always afraid of her 
husband, and frequently when she saw him 
coming home would leave the house by the 
back door. What the nature of the quarre!ls 
was I cannot say, but Mrs. Luetgert wees 
come over to my house nearly every night 
and relate her trofibles to me. She would 
say that it was impossible for her and Mr. 
Luetgert- to get along pappily. but she did 
not want it known that there was any 
trouble, 

“Mrs. Luetgert told me that she was 
afraid to enter the sausage factory because 
her husband was so abusive. While I was 
a servant for the Luetgert family Mr. Luet- 
gert would scold his wife whenever he came 
into the house. He was usually ugly about 
money matters, and was always angry be- 
cause his wife would not give him entire 
control of the money she possessed.

The-other was 
killed a minute before it was dropped into 
the solut'on which contained 12 per cent of 
caustic potash. The potash used was ex- 
actly the same as that found in Luetgert’s 
factory, and the solution was heated to the 
same degree as that alleged to have been 
used by him. 

At 10 o'clock, in ‘he presence of a number 
of interested physic'ans, the guinea piss 
were put into two boilers, which contained 
the solution. The action of the solution 
was closely watched, the time being noted.

JUNEAU, Alaska, via Victoria, B. C., Aug. 
20.—The latest gold discoveries are on Vic- 
toria Creek—named after the Queen—and 
Bear Creek. They were made about the 


10th of last July. “he new strikes are ex- 
ected to pan out as rich as Eldorado and 
jonanza Creeks when bedrock is reached. 

Gold has become so plentiful in Dawson 
City that it is thrown around !n sacks or 
cans, like potatoes or coal. There is very 
little danger of theft. If caught a man 
would be strung up at once. Everybody 
understands this, and bolts and bars ape few 
in Dawson. 

John J. McKay, just arrived here, contra- 
dicts reports of a present or a scar- 
city of provisions in Dawson City. He says 
the trading companies have immense quan- 
tities of stores and are bringing in more. 
Hie says that before next winter is gone 
purchasers must pay whatever price the 
company asks. When he left he says flour 
was $12 per 100 pounds and bacon 40 cents a 


pound, Sugar and other “luxuries’’ in pro- 
portion. Very little fruit was in sight, and 
comprised oranges only, which sold, ac- 


cording to the supply, for from 2% cents to 

2 each. Eges often sold for as much as 
1] each, 

Mr. McKay told a story of a Swede who 
made a meal on eges. He had been out 
prospecting all day and was hungry. lie 
ate twenty-two, and the meal cost him $22. 
Ducks brought in by Indians sell for $2 
each, and other game in proportion. The 
Canadian Goverument, Mr. McKay says, is 
“hogging’’ things around Dawson City. It 
charges $2 per thousand feet on lumber cut 
from stumpage on Government land, and 
that’s where all the timber is found, 

The only saw miil at Dawson Cty, run 
by ex-Judge Moffitt of North Yakima, 
Wash., is forced to add the Goverment 
royalty to its price for lumber. The saw 
mill's paoecty is 6,000 feet per day, and 
the mill runs day and night. The mill gets 
$150 per 1,000 feet, and is as good property 
as a placer claim. 

Mr. McKay says there is great and grow- 

ing dissatisfaction in Dawson City and vi- 

cinity over the new Canadian mining laws. 

He savs that the slightest arbitrary act on 

the part of the government would precipi- 

tate rebellion and that the officials must use 
wise discretion and tact to avoid trouble. 

The McKay party met the first considera- 
_dble number of gold hunters going in on the 
river 420 miles from Juneau. All were en- 
thusiastic. Many took up a few pans wher- 
ever the notion struck fhem on the banks 
and beds of the river and everywhere got 
$4 or $5 to the pan. They seemed to think

into richer territory.

Wheat Falls Through the Dollar Mark 
at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—Bulls tn wheat were 
treated to a disagreeable surprise this 
morning by the opening Liverpoo)] cables. 
They showed a decline in that market of 
24.02%ed. As thé Chicago market had ad- 
vanced more than 2c yesterday, the dechine 
abroad was entirely unexpected and its ef- 
fect on opening prices here was marked. 
Tnere was practically no demand for De- 
cember wheat at the opening and initial 
prices ranged from 9c to 90%c, compared 
with yesterday's close of 93%c and declined 
at once to 89%4c. At around 90c trade sud- 
denly became enormous. Sales on stop or- 
ders were very heavy, but offerings were 
absorbed as quickly as they were made 
and pmices soon climbed. As the trade 
narrowed the market became very nervous 
and fluctuations were violent. December 
advanced to 9lc, went back to 90%c, up to 


Yl%c, then back to 9le. September was 
fully as erratic on even smaller trading. 
The trade appeared demoralized and the 


pit at times was not more than half full. 
September, which closed yesterday at 987%, 
opened to-day all the way from 92c to 93%ec. 
lt jumped to 9$4%4c, dtfopped to 93sec, 
rallied half a cent at a jump to 9c, then 
dropped to 9%%c. Much of the latter decline 
was caused by a further break at Liver- 
pool, 3:30 p. m. cables showing a decline 
there equal to 5c per bushel. Manitoba 
crop reports were of a different tenor than 
those received recently. The crop there 
was estimated at from seven to eight mil- 
lions more than last year with weather 
ideal for harvesting. Northwest receipts 
showed an increase, $27 cars, against 163 
last week and 634 a year ago. 

There was a big trade in corn. The mar- 
ket opened off with wheat and predictions 
of warmer weather and showers in the 
Northwest.

GOULD’S WIDOW. 


NO GROUND FOR HER SUIT. 


So One of the Most Remarkable Cases 
of Modern Litigation Falls 
to the Ground. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—With a flat dental 

that she was ever the wife of Jay Gould, 
Mrs. Sarah Ann Angell has let fall her 
claim to a dower right in the dead mil- 
Honaire's estate. Hers is hardly a confes- 
sion, for she appeases her conscience by 
the declaration that she never did say Jay 
Gould had married her, but with her ad. 
mission the allegations which put a cloud 
on the legitimacy of the children of Jay 
Gould collapsed. 

No attempt will be made to arrest her. 
She is a woman of about 70, feeble and Mv- 
ing in hopeless poverty. Hon. Walter E. 
Ward of Albany is attorney for Mrs. An- 
sell. He was much surprised, he eald, to 
learn from publications in the preas that 
she had denied she was ever married to 
Jay Gould and withdrawn her claims upon 
the Goulds. Mr. Ward is awaiting confirma. 
tion of the published reports from the 
woman herself. . 

Mrs. Angell, tin her farm-house home at 
Rouse’s Point, made the positive statement, 
“I never was married to Jay Gould,” 

And then, in justification of her singular 
suit, with all that it entailed, she told that 
years ago she learned that one of her women 
relatives had been wronged, under promise 
of marr , by @ member of the Gould 
family, and as she bore some of the expense 


of extricating the girl from her trouble she 
felt she had a right to a part of the Gould 


money. 

But Mrs. Angell says she is honest, and 
persists that she never told the untruth con- 
ained in the affidavits fled when the suit 
for her dower right ag the legal widow of 
Jay Gould was brought. 

Mrs. Angell is illiterate, the present wife 
of John Angell, and iives on a smal! and 

of farm near Lake € lain in a coun- 
ry through which Jay Gould traveled as 
@ surveyor for a railroad when he was a 
mere . Mrs. Angell was then Sarah Anne 
Brown, and the story on which her claim 
as Gould's widow was based was that the 
young surveyor met and married her in 
those bygone days. 


The Angell claim when first made public 
created a sensation, for in it the pretended 
widow was made the heroine in a pretty 
romance in which great care was given to 
circumstantial det@il, dates and incidents, 
roundi Out a tale that was the more con- 
vincing ause of the gaps which appeared 
at intervals, seemingly natural to the last 
i after the lapse of so many years. 

riefily told, Mrs. Angell’s story was that 
she, a pretty farmer's daughter, first saw 
Jay uld, then known as Jason Gould, 
when he was tramping through the country 
with his surveyor's tools. The millionaire- 
to-be asked the country lass for a drink of 
water, got it, and an acquaintance was 
formed. 


The story ran that there was a courtship 
and eventually a marriage, Sarah Anne not 
asking her father’s consent, and so making 

m angry. According to the narrative, 
Sarah Anne was then 1b years old and Jason 
Gould not 17. The marri it was said, was 
performed by the Rev. Nathaniel Leighton, 
br bes still lives; but then comes one of the ar- 

stic gaps. 

Mr. ghton, now a citizen of Tunkhan- 
nock, Pa., was ready to act as a witness 
in gees faith, but unfortunately his records 
had been lost and his memory had falled 
him so far that he could not recall this par- 
ticular marriage. Mra. Angell’s claim, in 
the hands of keen lawyers and good man- 
agers, at this point had advanced to a stage 
that many persons credited it. 

en came one of the strangest features 
of the case. Old people who knew the Sa.- 
rah Anne Brown of 1 when the then Ja- 
son Gould was alleged to have married her, 
began to remember things that are startling 
now that Mrs. Angell has flatly denied the 
marriage. The case was then in court 
however, and the attorneys for the Gould 
family were kept busy examining witnesses 
who d things that appeared to confirm 
beyond the shadow of a doubt the justice 
of the pretended widow's claim to the mil- 
lionaire’s property. 

The lawyers traveled much and ques- 
tioned witnesses who testified before com- 
missioners at Rouse'sa Point, Pa., the far 
West and Canada, and the more they 
heard the more convincing became the 
story of Surveyor Jason Gould's qouthtus 
Lah ome - and marriage. A daughter 
was found in the person of the presen!’ Mrs, 
J. F. Pierce of Rock Spring, Wyo., who ts 
truly enough the daughter of the present 

rs. A ell. Two old men who knew Jay 
Gould when he was a penn'less but thrifty 
young surveyor, were produced, one from 
a poor-house in Michigan, and these told 


how J Gould had courted Sarah Anne 
Brown back in 1852, and had marr'‘ed her, 
they had heard. 


These men said that Jason Gould had 
lived with tha woman a year and a half, 
and to the best of their belief was her hus- 
‘band. An aged woman was brought for- 
ward who remembers Jason Gould as a 
young man, and she made affidavit only a 
few weeks ago that he had told her in 
1856 that he was married. 

A servant in the house of the clergyman 
who was said to have performed the mar- 
riage eervice of Jason Gould and Sarah 
Anne Browne was found, and she under 
oath told that she was called 'n as a wit- 
ness and saw the ceremony. Other persons 
testified to details corroborating the story 
of the claimant. 

In August, 1895, when her claim was com- 
paratively new. Mrs. Angell suddenly be- 
came dissatisfied with her prospects and as- 
signed her claim to dower right tn the Gould 
estate to Amasa Parker, Jr.. Will'am Me- 
Murtrie Spier and Margaret E. Cody. The 
price named was $1 and ‘other valuable con- 
siderations.”

A COMPOUND CALLED. MIREX. 


Invented by Two Chicagoans and Can 
» Be Thrown From a 
Cannon.

CHICAGO, Ill, Aug. 27.—A small brass 
Projectile. measuring four by one and one- 
quarter, was thrown into the lake off Van 
Buren street from the Government pier and 
at a depth of five feet it exploded. A volume 
of water spouted twenty-four feet into the 
air and dead fish bobbed up to the surface 
and floated about, mute testimonials to the 
destructiveness of the explosion. The name 
of this new explosive, which is the discov- 
ery of two Chicago men, is mirex. From re- 
cent experiments its inventors claim it is 
not a wild statement to say that mirex will 
revolutionize modern marine warfare. 
Unlike the marine torpedo, the most per- 
fect destroying projectile now anaes to 
naval engineers, mirex, in a compatatively 
small brass casing, can be thrown from a 
cannon at any distance desired under twenty 
miles, and dropping into the water! at the 
side of @ man-of-war will sink to aj stated 


depth and explode with annihilating re- 
sults. No wire has been connected with the 
new projectile, as is the case with the sub- 
marine torpedo. The projectile ddes not 
pierce the steel armor of a gunboat) but it 
simply settles in the water to a dépth of 
five, ten, fifteen, twenty or any number 
of feet ghe opérator may wish and then ex- 
plodes. 

Its discoverers, are Herman G. Pfeiffer, 
a clothing salesman connected with a hos- 
sory company.

AN EXPLOSIVE DESIGNED To. 


a NEW USE OF THE X-RAY FOUND 


BY A BALTIMORE 
DOCTOR. 


SHOWS THE INTERNAL ORGANS, 


He Uses the Light Successfully in’ 
the Development of Pho- 


tographs. 


BALTIMORE, M4., Aug. 27.—If the claim 
made by Dr. Robert X. Giering holds good, 
the X-ray has only begun to unfold its 
wonders. The doctor claims that by means 
of this newly discovered light it is possible 
to so develop an ordinary photograph of a 
person that all the internal organs may be 
plainly scene. 

Dr. Glering’s discovery, he says, was made 
by accident and this Is the way he tells it: 

“About two weeks ago I was testing a 
new apparatus in my office and made an 
X-ray photograph of my hand. I placed a 
plate on the table directly under my appa- 
ratus, It was necessary in order to produce 
a clear picture to place some article be- 
tween my hand and the plate, For this pur- 
pose I generally used a piece of cardboard, 
but on this occasion I was unable to find it 
and instead picked up a photograph from a 
pile of pictures that lay on the table. While 
developing the photograph later on I was 
interrupted and went away from my office 
for several hours. 

“‘When I returned I proceeded with the 
development of the picture of my hand, and 
to my astonishment I found that across it 
was the picture of a man’s body. It never 
occurred to me that I had reproduced the 
picture on the photograph which I had used 
in place of the cardboard, and as my cur!- 
osity was thoroughly aroused, I proceeded 
anxiously with the development of the pic- 
ture. To my further astonishment I found 
that the picture of the form on my‘han1 
was being revealed perfectly naked. In the 
course of half an hour I had developed the 
strange picture sufficiently to see every- 
rib in the body. 

“I made another negative from this and 
the second negative showed all the outward 
tissues of the body. Continuing I made a 
third negative, and this showed plainly the 


heart, lunge, liver and kidneys. ip 

“When had succeeded thus far I con- 
cluded that I had made a great discovery 
by mere accident. a discovery which estab- 
lishes a great fact hitherto unknown to sci- 
entific men; namely, that a photograph is 
a@ through and through likeness of the body 
of the individual, and all that is needed 
to display every Pe and organ of the 
body to the naked eye !s to put the picture 
through a series of developments under a 
powerful light."’

THE THRIFTY POOR 


COLONY PLANTED IN PENNSYL- 
VANIA, NEAR READING, BY 
A LABOR EXCHANGE. 


CO-OPERATION THE KEYSTONE. 


A Three-Hundred Acre Farm Tilled in 
Common and Factories 
Will Be Built. 


READING, PA., Aug. 27.—On the co- 
operative plan, a colony has recently been 
established in Schuylkill County, near this 
city, and seems to be prospering. It was 
chartered as the Brunswick Valley Colo- 
ny of the East Pennsylvania Branch, No. 
230, of the Labor Exchange. One hundred 
acres of the 300-acre farm are woodland. 
They have good water and an excellent, 
well-drained spot. Those tn charge say that 
they are already negotiating for two man- 
ufactories to be eatablished on the land. 
About twenty people, including married 
men and women, are already in the colony. 
They have fourteen workers to provide for. 
They have a warehouse containing 200 bush- 
els of potatoes, 80 bushels of wheat, 70 of 
rye, 100 of corn, DW of oats, 15 tons of hay, 
10 of straw—all subject to labor checks, 
Each man gets pay for his work on the 
farm in the shape of labor checks, These 
checks are cashed in products on hand in 
the warehouse. They also have in stock W 
chickens, 200 ducks, 12 mulch cows, milk 
and cream, canned frults and berries. They 
want fifty more families at once. 

No money is paid for labor. Pay checks 
are paid in produce. Those receiving the 
produce can do what they please with !t, 
exchange it for clothing or anything they 
need. One dollar membership dues is re- 
quired for each one joining the colony. HRe- 
crults must also obligate themscives to pay 
$100 elther im cash or labor checka before 
10 to the colony for the payment of the 
farm. 

All members are governed by a const!tu- 
ton and by-laws. Members wishing to 
bulld will have a lot Wxl®@ feet, not to be 
sold to any one not a member of the col- 
ony. Each member will be subject to or- 
ders from the superintendent as to what 
special labor he ts todo. Each member can 
work at his trade, or do eome part of the 
farm work Adult workers are credit 
with 15 cents an hour for work, to be em- 
ployed all the year round, ten hours a day. 
Women for dairy and field work aiso get 1b 
cents an hour.

Election of Officers, Preceded by a Re- 
port From the Secretary, Showing 
the Extent of Religious Work. 


After informal talks and discussions on 
Bible study the State Sunday-school con- 
vention got down to business Friday morn- 


ing. The last session will be held at night. 

Robert Rutledge, the State Secretary, 
made his report. It showed that in nearly | 
all the counties there are well organized 
Sunday-schools. Some of the towns re- 
ported that the greatest evil they had to 
contend with was Sunday base ball. Until 
this is stopped the secretary said they 
would be unable to make any great 
progress. 

Pending the report of the Committee on 
Nominations, W. J. Semelroth of St. Louls 
gave an example of a Bible lesson. 

Mr. Semelroth said the normal work does 


not always get a fair show. He referred to 
the speech Thursday night of Prof. Hamil, 
whom he called the “Prince of Normal 
course lecturers.’’ He gave no lesson, but 
enough from a lesson, ““The Book of Acts,” 
to show how a Normal! Sunday Schoo! Bible 

lecture is delivered. He held there was a 
particular significance attached to the study 
of that book. He asked his hearers to con- 
sider they were simply pupils of the Bible 
class and he promised to lead them through 
the book. e did it and had a short lec- 
ture for each of the chapters and divisions 
of the book, from the introduction, by Luke, 
who also wrote the gospe)! bearing his name.

BUT THE FRISCO PEOPIE SAY 
REPAIRS WILL DO. 


THE VIEWS OF BOTH SIDES. 


General Manager Yocum Ssys the 
Chouteau Avenue Bridge Will Be 
Made Absolutely Safe.

Several weeks have elapsed since Street 
Commissioner Milner and City Engineer 
Gaylor gave formal notice to the St. Louls 
& San Francisco Railroad Co. that the 
Chouteau avenue bridge had been con- 
demned by the city and an entirely new 
bridge should be constructed. 

The company has not forwarded its reply 
and the authorities are contemplating an- 
other demand for action. 

General Manager Yocum, when asked Fri- 
Gay what his road proposed doing in the 
matter, said: 

“We received the complaint and notice 
from the city authorities respecting the 
Chouteau avenue bridge and forwarded 
them to our engineer at Springfield, with 
directions to make a speedy examination 


and report what he thinks is necessary to 
be done. He has not made a@ report. 

“The Frisco Railroad has no choice but 
to promptly meet every requirement of 
law and every well-founded suggestion for 
the safety of passengers across the Chou- 
teau avenue bridge. 

“We are certainly as anxious as the Street 
Department can possibly be to prevent any 
accident or damage. Until our engineer re- 
ports we are not confronted with the 

uestion of bullding an entirely new bridge. 

ut the city can rest assured the Frisco 
road will do everything necessary to make 
the bridge absolutely safe, not only for its 
af - passengers, but for the general pub- 
e.”° 

The examinations into the condition of 
the bridge by City Engineer Gaylor re- 
sulted in a report from him to the effect that 
he considered the structure absolutely un- 
eafe. He intimated the bridge was rotten 
throughout; said it had been constructed 
of old iron that should never have been 
permitted to enter into the work, and that 
from end to end it was dangerous. 

His specifications show a general weak- 
ness, cracks in the iron, shakjng of stan- 
one, crumbling of wood and general de- 
ay. 

Mr. Yocum would not say precisely what 
course would be pursued by the road, but 
his correspondence with the Street Depart- 
ment indicates a desire to make extensive 
repairs instead of building a new bridge. 
Mr. Gaylor insists that the bridge will not 
stand repairing and cannot be made safe. 
The structure muet be entirely new, be- 
ginning with the tearing out and discarding 
of all the old iron used in the original] 
work.

BOSTON, Mass, Aug. 27.—In a letter to 
the Herald, published this morning, Sen- 
ator Wm. E. Chandler explaing the con- 
struction of the clause of the new tariff 
law imposing a 10 per cent extra duty on 
all foreign products coming through Can- 
ada into the United States. Sen- 
ator Chandler holds that the legis- 
lation was passed by writing it 
as new matter into a conference report, 
where it was adopted by both Houses of 
Congress without being noticed by more 
than those persons engaged in the scheme. 
The Senator points out that the Conference

New York Speculators Try-

Wall street is believed to have captured 
a majority of the stock of the Laclede Gas 
Co. 

The New York speculators have had a 
fierce battle among themselves for posses- 
gion of the St. Louis company, but the fight 


jhas raged beyond public gaze. 


One of the syndicates is headed by ex- 
Gov. Roswell P. Flower of New York. As- 
sociated with him are ex-Mayor Hugh J. 
Grant of New York City, his father-in-law, 
Edward Murphy, Jr., senior Senator from 
the Empire State, and Anthony M. Brady. 

The other syndicate has as its chief James 
R. Keene, who made millions in sugar on 
the eve of the passage of the Dingiey bill, 
and John ‘ Searles M pen other Sugar Trust 

nates are in the Keene comopine, 

Te fa not known positively whether the 
Flower forces or the Keene combination has 
secured the majority of Laclede stock, but 
the issue will settled within the next 
twenty-four hours. It has been one of the 
battles of the greater financial giants of 
this country, as the Standard Oil people are 
believed to be behind Flower. 

In the fight to secure the Chicago gas 
companies the Flower syndicate won. In 
that contest Philip D. Armour was one of 
the powerful allies of New York's former 
Governor. The Chicago packer is the head 
and front of the Cotton-seed O11 Trust, and 
it is significant that during the past week 
J. F. Merryman, who has represented the 
cotton-seed oil combine, has been one of 
two men who have been busy making 
searching inquiries after Laclede stock. The 
other man is John. H. Maxon, who used to 


own a big block of the gas cumpany’s stock. | bell,

When the stock was quoted at only $37 
ast week, a proposition was made to some 
brokers in St. Louis te secure a majority 
of the stock as near the market price as 
possible. In New York Thursday the com- 
mon stock of Laclede Gas closed at $42. 

Almost a majority of the common stotk 
is owned by Emerson McMillan, nominally 
of Columbus, O., really of 40 Wall street. 
It is the opinion of 8:, Louisans who have 
held stock in the Laclede company that Mr. 
McM'llan has always regarded it as an in- 
vestment rather than as a epeculative stock. 
But since Sugar certificates are ranging 
so high and Chicago Gas has soared be- 
yond public expectations, Wall street feels 
the necessity of an active speculative fea- 
ture. It seeme as ff the speculators have 
selected Laclede Gas for their purpose.
